No man in tlie Sonato or out of it liad moro ti> do with framing 
tlu> »rt relating to tin- govoruuient; of cities of the second class than 
did Mr. Oot-hol ; an act that il In effect mtkuUt tot Oorington, 
NewiMtrt and l,cxini:ton. 

Mr. (ioe))<'l was directly intcrcstci in this act, and gave a great 
(leal of his time, uttentiun and parliamentary skill to its passage. 
He cannot plead ignorance of its protiiiotM and he.oumot deny te- 
sponnibilit^ for itR restrictions. 

This act is notable for the diMbility impoeed upon all men in the 
employ of any railroad company. In all other cities of this 8tate a 
railroad employe Btan<lH upon a perfect euuality with everybody 
elie. Hi» employment does not disqualify him from public lervice. 
At • rale these employes are oonafdered men of character, cotawrva- 
tion and rwponsibility. The city or State which pikn induce them 
to enter ita aervice is fortanate, because their experience and fa- 
mUki4te.:^ith the management of large andertsUncI qnnUfy them 
for fhilnw aervice In Tarioaa direetiona. 

Hnt Mr. Ooeliel holds that employment by a railroad either warps 
a man's moral < liarac.ter or degrades his intellect. Mr. Qoebel 
socks to put \ipon fliese men a stigma which sliall exclude them 
from the jiublic service. Section ;W>4.'{of tlie general .statutes is one 
of those relatin;:!" t lie governn\enf of the city of ('ovingtmi. It 
defines the <|ualili< al ionn and dis(|ualitications for various olHces. 
In this section il is jirovided tliat no ])erson shall he eligil)U> to 
memhership in eitiier branch of the legislative department who is 
''An at torney or an employe of any nflUNWd eom^Mtj or atraet rail* 
road company." 

Mr. Goebel's judgment is tliat peopleof LailBgtoa, Covington 
and Newport are not capaijio of judging who shall ot ahall not survc 
tiiem in their legislative department In the judgment of the 
sMial boea firom Covington, these oommunitiei need his guiding 
hand for all time. They moat be reatralned by hit Tiewa of pnblic 
policy. 

Mr. Uoebel hddt that a railroad attorney or a railroad employe, 
brakeman, oondoctor, Imnan, engineer, roadmaater, telegraph 

operatcjr or section boss, are all, from the very nature of their em- 
ployment, disijualitied for public service, and must be excluded, 
especially from the legislat i ve ileiiarfments of cities of the second 
class. No doubt if Mr. (loebel had the power he w ould make this 
(lis(|ualilicat ion :i]>ply not only to cities of the second class, but to 
the State itself, an. I not to the legitlatiTe depMtatenta Only, bvtto 

the entire public service. 

We get from this act an insight into the operations of Mr. (!oo- 
bel's mind. While on the slumj) he i)rofes9e8 great friendship for 
the employes of the road, declares his desire to ameliorate their 
condition, and tells them what he will do for them when he be- 
comes Governor; we see him here with the power in his hand, 
■eparating ihem entirely from tl^ir fellow-oitiiena. impoaing dis- 
abilitiefl under which no other working men raat, aad P^fting lh«n 
to thia^H^nt beyond the pale of the law. 

It is <pa a par with his practices in rarioaa salts he brings for 
damages for injuries suffered in the service. It reealla the con- 
tracts which he makes with the injured emploves, nnder which, 
exploiting their sutlerings and their necessities, he secures for him- 
self as a contingent fee <tr> per cent of all the money he can obtain 
from an indulgent jury, two (hdlan for WilliUB Ooebel to every 
dollar for the injure(l lirakeman. 

Ix't every railroad employe in IlirSt.itc of Kentu<-ky consider the 
meaning of t his prohibition in the charter nS the cities of the sec- 
ond class, If a railroad i-mploye in Covington may not serve his 
fellow'-citi/.ens, even when unanimously chosen by the Board of 
Aldermen, the principle should be applied to the entire State; 
Murderers may aspire to the highest office in the State: drunkards, 
bribe-takers, tramps and panpen may serve thepeoplf in any oflice, 
but the sooer,' industriona, aelf-denying engineer, conductor, 
switchman and brakeman are nnder the ban wherever Mr. Goebel 
rules, are by his edicts aeiwmted entirely from the rest of the eom- 
munity, and denied by him the privileges thi^nre supposed to be 
part of American citisenship.
